Leonard  Albert  Heinrich,  one  of  the  great  living  authorities 
on  armor  and  metalcraft  and  a  resident  of  this  community  for 
the  past  three  years,  whose  craftsmanship  and  knowledge  of 
thfe  whole  field  of  decorative  arts  will  be  appreciated  next 
week  by  the  Princetonians  attending  the  film,  "Joan  of  Arc." 
Armorer  of  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art,  New  York  City, 
Heinrich  some  18  months  ago  took  a'  busman's  holiday  and  in 
his  Princeton  home  created  the  armor  the  Maid  of  Orleans — 
a  la  Bergman — wears  in  her  turbulent  battle  scenes. 

Capable  of  examining  any  piece  of  armor  and  telling  within 
ten  years  of  when — and  where — it  was  made,  Heinrich  looks 
upon  his  service  as  a  technical  adviser  for  "Joan  of  Arc"  as  a 
pleasant  interlude  in  an  engrossing  life's  work.  For  instance. 
Miss  Bergman's  tailor-made,  242-piece  metal  costume — con- 
taining just  as  much  metal  as  its  15th  century  counterpart — is 
light  and  easily  maneuverable  because  Heinrich  utilized 
aluminum  alloy,  the  material  he  worked  with  during  World 
War  n  in  adapting  medieval  designs  to  modern  battle  condi- 
tions. 

The  49-year  old  Heinrich,  the  grandson  of  a  metalcraftsman 
who  combined  locksmithing  and  clockmaking  with  armor 
repairs,  started  learning  his  profession  as  a  child  of  eight  when 
he  was  permitted  to  hammer  out  pieces  in  the  family  shop  in 
Munich.  Germany.  He  served  an  exacting  apprenticeship, 
studied  in  art  schools  and  at  first  concentrated  upon  restora- 
tion projects  for  collectors  and  museums,  occasionally  turn- 
ing out  "authentic  pieces"  for  the  prospering  owners  of  20th 
century  "castles." 

Coming  to  the  United  States  in  1924,  he  took  over  the 
Metropolitan's  Armor  Workshop  and  became  responsible  for 
maintaining  the  country's  largest  and  most  representative 
collection  of  armor  and  early  weapons.  Heinrich's  shops,  in 
Manhattan  and  in  the  cellar  of  his  Brunswick  Pike  farmhouse, 
reflect  nis  versatility.  Side  by  side  on  a  workbench  will  be 
found  protective  military  apparel,  ranging  from  a  vizored 
Gothic  helmet  down  to  World  War  II  flak  suits  and  a  model  of 
the  new  plastic  helmet  he  is  designing  for  the  Armed  Forces. 

For  enriching  the  present  through  his  profound  knowl-

Polaroid  Land  Camera.  Intro- 
duced on  Wednesday  by  The  Uni- 
versity Store  with  the  splash  that 
it  deserves,  this  brand  new  camera 
which  prints  your  pictures  one  min- 
ute after  they  are  taken  offers  a 
combination  different  from  any- 
thing you  have  ever  known  in  pho- 
tography. By  itself,  it's  a  good  cam- 
era— more  of  its  features  later — 
and  with  the  streamlined  develop- 
ing and  printing  process,  it's  really 
something. 

It  may  seem  hard  to  believe  that 
you  can  snap  a  picture,  push  a  but- 
ton, pull  a  tab,  wait  a  minute  and 
take  out  a  3'i  by  4'i  sepia-tone, 
deckle  -  edged  dry  and  finished 
print,  but  you  can  take  our  word 
for  it  that  it  works  just  that  way. 
We  saw  it  and  haven't  recovered 
yet!  The  advantages  are  obvious: 
you  can  have  your  picture  when  it 
means  the  most,  when  you  can 
show  it  to  the  subjects  themselves, 
when  you  can  shoot  it  again  if 
you're  not  satisfied  with  your  pho- 
tography. As  for  additional  prints, 
there  are  two  ways  to  secure  them; 
send  the  print  to  a  finisher  who  can 
make  a  negative  from  it;  mail  the 
print  to  the  Polaroid  Corporation 
for  copies.  A  third  way — the  new 
Polaroid  Copy  attachment — will  be 
purchasable  shortly. 

The  camera  is  essentially  a  most 
simple  one  to  operate  and  has  at 
least  three  improvements  over  com- 
parably priced  models.  The  foot 
scale  is  calibrated  in  one-foot  dis- 
tances for  the  first  3'-j  to  6  feet, 
which  obviously  makes  for  better 
focus,  consequently  better  detail. 
The  shutter  speed  and  lens  dia- 
phragm are  combined  so  that  they 
are  set  by  turning  a  disc,  numbered 
from  1  to  8,  to  make  a  proper  se- 
lection of  light  and  speed.  A  special 
GE-Polaroid  e.xposure  meter  which 
has  a  scale  reading  in  numbers  cor- 
responding to  those  on  the  disc, 
is  also  available  if  you  doubt  your 
ability  to  make  a  foolproof  expos- 
ure. The  view-finder  has  a  parra- 
lax  correction  device,  ingeniously
